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Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  speak  before  this  Information  Update  session.  It's 
always  a  pleasure  to  address  the  membership  of  the  AT  .A. 

I've  been  asked  to  give  you  my  views  on  the  future  role  for  the  GPO  with  respect  to 
the  revision  of  Title  44.  I've  also  been  asked  to  tell  you  about  any  changes  we  are 
undertaking  or  considering  for  GPO.  I'll  be  happy  to  do  that.  I'd  also  like  to  tell  you 
about  our  appropriations  request,  which  is  coming  up  before  Congress  early  next  month, 
as  well  as  some  personnel  changes  we've  made  at  GPO  and  that  we're  also  seeing  on 
Capitol  Hill. 

FY  1991  Appropriations 

Let  me  start  by  briefly  reviewing  the  status  of  our  appropriations.  The  ALA  has  been 
very  supportive  of  our  funding  requests  from  Congress,  and  we  deeply  appreciate  that 
support. 

As  you  know,  this  last  year  was  a  tough  one  for  gaining  increased  funding,  since  all 
appropriations  action  was  tied  to  the  summit  agreement  on  reducing  the  Federal  deficit, 
and  the  difficulty  in  reaching  that  agreement  delayed  action  on  our  appropriations 
request  for  this  fiscal  year--1991-until  the  final  days  of  the  101st  Congress. 

For  1991,  we  requested  a  total  of  $27.9  million  for  the  Salaries  and  Expenses 
Appropriation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  or  the  S&E  appropriation  as  we  call 
it,  an  increase  of  about  15  percent  over  the  previous  year,  due  primarily  to  increased 
costs  associated  with  the  distribution  of  Census  publications  to  depository  libraries. 
Congress  reduced  our  request  to  $26.5  million,  projecting  that  Census  would  distribute  a 
greater  proportion  of  documents  in  CD-ROM  formats,  rather  than  in  microfiche  as  we 
originally  anticipated. 

Subsequently,  an  amendment  to  the  Legislative  Branch  Appropriations  Bill  for  1991 
further  reduced  our  S&E  request  by  another  $755,000,  deferring  the  spending  of  that 
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amount  until  fiscal  year  1992,  and  leaving  our  available  funds  for  1991  at  about  $25.7 
million.  This  deferral  of  funds  was  accommodated  by  reductions  spread  throughout  all 
S&E  programs.  The  reductions  were  discussed  with  and  approved  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Printing. 

Apart  from  these  reductions,  however,  there  were  a  number  of  positive  develop- 
ments with  the  final  disposition  of  our  1991  request.  The  most  important  of  these,  of 
course,  concerned  the  distribution  of  paper  copies  of  the  Bound  Congressional  Record, 
an  issue  that  had  been  problematic  ever  since  the  decision  was  originally  made  10  curtail 
paper  copies  in  response  to  Gramm-Rudrnan-Holiings  budget  reductions  in  1986. 

Congress  approved  the  distribution  of  paper  copies  of  the  1991  Bound  Record  in 
paper  format  to  regional  depository  libraries  and  selected  libraries  in  states  without 
regional  depositories-about  60  libraries  in  all.  Subsequently,  at  the  request  of  the  House 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing,  we  developed  a  plan  to  use 
available  funds  from  prior  years  to  distribute  paper  copies  of  the  Bound  Record  for  the 
years  1985-1990  to  these  same  60  libraries.  The  plan  was  communicated  to  Congress  and 
has  been  put  in  effect,  ensuring  that  paper  copies  of  this  valuable  publication  will  be 
made  available  to  the  depository  community  once  again. 

Congress  also  approved  the  distribution  of  paper  copies  of  Foreign  Relations  of  the 
United  States.  For  the  years  1986  and  forward,  this  important  publication  will  now  be 
offered  in  dual  format-paper  and  microfiche-rather  than  in  microfiche  only. 

Finally,  the  1991  S&E  appropriation  included  funds  to  complete  the  pilot  projects 
we've  been  conducting  to  test  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  disseminating  Government 
information  to  depository  libraries  in  electronic  formats.  The  Senate  report  also  noted-- 
and  noted  approvingly,  I  might  add--GPO's  inauguration  of  the  Project  Hermes  service, 
whereby  Supreme  Court  slip  opinions  are  made  available  to  depository  libraries  via  an 
electronic  bulletin  board.  I'll  speak  to  our  progress  on  all  of  these  projects  in  a  few 
moments. 

FY  1992  Appropriations 

Our  1992  appropriations  request  was  transmitted  to  the  House  Subcommittee  on 
Legislative  Appropriations  early  this  past  week,  and  we're  scheduled  to  appear  there  the 
morning  of  Thursday,  February  7. 

While  I'm  not  able  at  this  time  to  discuss  the  specifics  of  our  1992  S&E  request, 
because  that  information  is  embargoed  until  the  hearing  date,  I  can  say  that  we  are 
requesting  a  modest  increase  in  new  appropriations  funding  over  the  level  approved  for 
1991.  Coupled  with  this  request  will  be  a  proposal  to  spend  the  $755,000  in  funding  that 
was  deferred  from  1991. 

In  the  Depository  Library  Program,  we  are  including  increases  for  printing  costs  and 
postage,  and  funds  are  being  requested  to  restore  activity  levels  in  areas  which  were 
impacted  by  the  appropriations  reductions  imposed  on  us  this  year.  We  have  included 
funds  for  an  anticipated  increase  in  the  reproduction  and  distribution  of  electronic  format 
products  to  depository  libraries-primarily  deliverables,  such  as  CD-ROM's.  This  is  an 
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area  in  which  we  expect  to  see  significant  growth  in  the  coming  years. 

All  in  all,  we  think  we  have  a  sound  budget  proposal  for  the  S&E  appropriation  for 
1992  that  combines  fiscal  prudence  with  anticipated  growth  in  the  dissemination  of 
electronic  formats.  As  I  said,  we  deeply  appreciate  the  past  support  of  the  ALA  for  our 
budget  proposals,  and  we  hope  to  gain  your  support  for  our  upcoming  proposal  when  we 
go  before  Congress  next  month. 

Pilot  Projects 

With  regard  to  GPO's  electronic  pilot  projects,  we  expect  to  conclude  them  this  year 
as  part  of  my  instructions  to  regularize  the  dissemination  of  electronic  formats 
throughout  the  Depository  Library  system  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  Census  Test  Disk  No.  2,  as  you  know,  was  distributed  to  all  depository  libraries 
in  1988  and  1989.  The  Census  Bureau  and  GPO  are  now  developing  an  instrument  to 
evaluate  the  experience  of  recipient  libraries  with  this  CD-ROM. 

Last  June,  555  selecting  depositories  received  copies  of  the  EPA's  Toxic  Release 
Inventory  CD-ROM.  An  evaluation  survey,  which  is  being  developed  by  GPO  in 
cooperation  with  EPA,  is  planned  for  release  to  these  recipients  early  this  year. 

The  1985  Bound  Congressional  Record  CD-ROM  was  distributed  to  all  depository 
libraries  last  month.  The  shipment  included  two  discs,  printed  documentation,  and  a 
packet  of  survey  instruments,  which  are  to  be  completed  and  returned  to  GPO  within 
two  months  of  the  date  of  receipt.  I  was  particularly  pleased  to  see  this  long-awaited 
document  disseminated,  because  it  initiates  a  new  era  in  the  use  of  electronic  formats  for 
Congressional  information  products. 

The  Commerce  Department  Electronic  Bulletin  Board  project,  which  provides  100 
libraries  with  on-line  access  to  up-to-date  economic  and  statistical  data,  is  scheduled  for 
completion  by  March  1  of  this  year.  The  test  libraries  have  been  providing  data  to  GPO 
throughout  the  course  of  this  project,  and  the  final  survey  forms  were  mailed  to  all 
participating  libraries  in  November,  with  returns  requested  by  January  15. 

Finally,  with  regard  to  the  Department  of  Energy  on-line  project,  an  interagency 
agreement  between  GPO  and  DOE  was  signed  last  July,  and  by  mid-December  18 
applicant  libraries  had  been  selected  for  participation.  The  project  is  scheduled  to  run 
for  6  months  this  year. 

I'm-  satisfied  with  the  progress  that's  been  made  on  these  projects.  But  I've  also  made 
it  clear  that,  valuable  though  the  information  generated  by  these  projects  may  be,  we 
don't  intend  to  wait  until  they're  completed  and  evaluated  to  commence  with  the 
inclusion  of  electronic  products  and  services  in  the  Depository  Library  Program. 

As  you  know,  this  past  year  we  implemented  an  electronic  bulletin  board  to  make 
Project  Hermes  available  to  depository  libraries.  It  began  operating  November  1,  and 
nearly  100  libraries  have  made  use  of  this  service  since  then. 
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But  that's  not  all.  Over  the  last  year,  as  more  electronic  publications-primarily  in 
CD-ROM  and  diskette  formats-have  become  available  to  the  Depository  Library 
Program  from  such  agencies  as  the  Departments  of  Commerce,  Defense,  Energy, 
Interior,  and  Health  and  Human  Services,  as  well  as  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  we've  been  including  them  as  part  of  our  regular  program  services.  Five  elec- 
tronic products  have  been  sent  out  this  year,  another  four  are  planned  for  distribution 
this  month,  and  another  six  are  currently  in  the  planning  stages.  Clearly,  this  is  the  path 
the  Depository  Library  Program  has  to  follow  if  it  is  to  fulfill  its  mission  in  the  coming 
years,  and  electronic  dissemination  to  depositories  will  continue  to  have  my  full  support. 

Legislative  Changes 

On  the  legislative  front,  the  prospects  appeared  good  at  this  time  last  year  that  we 
would  achieve  some  significant  changes  to  Title  44,  in  the  form  of  language  in  the 
Paperwork  Reduction  Act  Reauthorization  bills  and  the  Bates  Bill  that  would  have 
statutorily  clarified  our  existing  authority  to  provide  electronic  products  and  services.  In 
the  waning  days  of  the  101st  Congress,  however,  these  prospects  disappeared. 

I  don't  want  to  conduct  a  detailed  post-mortem  on  what  happened,  but  for  the  next 
few  moments  I'd  like  to  review  the  salient  characteristics  of  these  bills  in  order  to  show 
how  they're  likely  to  contribute  to  the  development  of  the  comprehensive  legislative 
package  we're  currently  preparing  for  presentation  to  the  102nd  Congress. 

Apart  from  the  shortcomings  of  the  Paperwork  Reduction  Act  Reauthorization  bill- 
shortcomings  that  I  know  the  ALA  was  well-aware  of-the  bill  nevertheless  contained  key 
provisions  affecting  GPO  and  its  relationships  with  Federal  agencies.  Specifically,  the  bill 
would  have  made  it  a  requirement: 

(1)  that  any  information  dissemination  guidelines  issued  by  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  must  supplement  and  not  replace  the  relevant 
provisions  of  Title  44  concerning  GPO's  programs  and  services; 

(2)  that  agencies  provide  GPO  with  all  information  required  to  be  made 
available  to  depository  libraries,  including  information  in  electronic  formats- 
-a  key  provision  that  actually  went  a  great  deal  further  than  the  language 
that  was  originally  included  in  the  Bates  Bill; 

(3)  that  agencies  utilize  GPO  for  the  production  and  dissemination  of 
information  products  and  services,  to  the  extent  required  by  Title  44: 

(4)  that  agencies  provide  GPO  with  advance  notice  before  taking  any  action  to 
initiate,  terminate,  or  modify  information  products  and  services;  and 

(5)  that  agencies  provide  GPO  with  advance  notice  before  establishing  any  new 
information  sales  or  dissemination  program. 

Together,  these  provisions  would  have  gone  a  long  way  toward  rectifying  OMB's 
administration  of  Federal  information  policy  under  OMB  Circular  A- 130,  which 
overlooked-and  continues  to  overlook-the  public  policy  benefits  of  information  access 
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provided  by  GPO's  programs  and  services. 

Indeed,  they  would  have  been  particularly  effective  if  they  had  been  enacted  in 
tandem  with  the  Bates  Bill,  which  addressed  the  fundamentals  of  GPO's  mission.  As  you 
know,  the  Bates  bill  was  designed  with  two  principle  objectives  in  mind: 

(1)  To  resolve  the  issue  of  whether  Government  printing  should  be  centralized 
or  decentralized  by  squarely  placing  the  authority  for  printing  in  GPO;  and 

(2)  To  explicitly  clarify  GPO's  existing  statutory  authority  to  include  electronic 
formats  in  our  programs  and  services. 

The  bill  also  included  a  requirement  for  cost-sharing  in  the  dissemination  of 
information  to  depository  libraries  via  on-line  database  services,  a  provision  which,  as  I'm 
sure  each  of  you  here  today  is  well  aware,  was  highly  controversial.  While  I  continue  to 
believe  we  need  to  devise  a  funding  strategy  that  would  make  the  availability  of  on-line 
services  to  depository  libraries  a  reality  rather  than  a  pipe  dream  in  this  age  of  fiscal 
constraint,  I  was  never  comfortable  with  the  language  that  was  included  in  the  Bates  Bill. 

Therefore,  I've  asked  my  General  Counsel  for  an  opinion  on  whether  cost-sharing  can 
be  implemented  within  the  context  of  the  current  provisions  of  the  Depository  Library 
Act,  which  as  you  know  constitutes  chapter  19  of  Title  44.  Since  that  opinion  has  not 
been  completed  yet,  I  don't  want  to  comment  any  further  on  this  issue  at  this  time. 

But  notwithstanding  the  current  work  that's  being  done  in  this  area,  we  needn't  wait 
to  go  forward  with  other  improvements  to  Title  44  that  are  long  overdue.  More  than  two 
years  ago,  the  Office  of  Technology  Assessment  called  on  Congress  to  take  action  to 
reform  and  modernize  Title  44,  and  yet  today  Title  44  stands  much  as  it  did  when 
Congress  passed  the  Printing  Act  of  1895  nearly  100  years  ago.  Despite  the  failures  of 
the  Paperwork  Reduction  Act  Reauthorization  and  the  Bates  Bill,  there  is  still  time,  I 
believe,  to  take  advantage  of  the  "window  of  opportunity"  that  was  opened  by  the  OTA 
report  to  make  genuine  and  lasting  improvements  to  Title  44. 

Accordingly,  we've  begun  the  development  of  a  legislative  package  at  GPO  that  will 
be  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  modernization  of  Title  44.  Although  the  package  is  still 
in  its  formative  stages,  I  can  tell  you  that  it  will  address  both  strategic  changes-including 
the  sounder  proposals  that  were  in  the  Paperwork  Reduction  Act  Reauthorization  bill 
and  the  Bates  bill-as  well  as  other  measures  designed  to  bring  the  law  into  sync  with 
today's  operations.  In  the  coming  period,  we'll  be  discussing  specifics  of  the  package 
with  a  wide  range  of  interested  parties,  including  the  ALA  and  the  library  community, 
with  a  view  to  establishing  a  consensus  on  the  package  and  building  support  for  its 
introduction  and  passage. 

As  important  as  this  legislative  effort  will  be,  however,  it  must  not  be  mistaken  as  a 
sign  that  GPO  plans  to  wait  for  strategic  changes  to  the  law  in  order  to  go  ahead  with 
the  modernization  of  our  programs  and  services.  It's  crystal  clear  that  the  legislative 
history  of  GPO  provides  us  with  more  than  an  adequate  presumption  of  authority  to 
include  electronic  information  technologies  in  those  programs  and  services,  and  this 
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presumption  is  buttressed  by  specific  direction  from  both  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Printing  and  Congress.  Over  this  past  year,  we've  made  significant  progress  in 
establishing  a  sound  track  record  in  this  area. 

Personnel  Changes 

Finally,  in  the  few  moments  remaining,  let  me  turn  to  a  variety  of  personnel  changes 
that  have  occurred  at  GPO  and  on  Capitol  Hill,  and  give  you  my  views  on  what  these 
changes  signify  for  GPO. 

As  many  of  you  know  by  now,  Don  Fossedal,  formerly  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
has  been  reassigned  to  my  staff,  where  he  will  be  working  on  a  number  of  special 
projects.  Currently,  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  operation  is  working  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Office  of  the  Public  Printer,  while  I  am  reviewing  candidates  for 
appointment  to  the  Superintendent's  position.  We  expect  to  have  a  new  Superintendent 
in  place  soon. 

On  the  Hill,  of  course,  there  have  been  a  number  of  significant  changes.  Congress- 
man Bates,  as  you  know,  was  not  re-elected.  A  more  important  change,  however,  has 
been  the  election  of  new  leadership  in  the  Committee  on  House  Administration,  where 
Congressman  Annunzio  will  be  replaced  as  Chairman  by  Congressman  Rose.  With  that 
change,  staff  changes  at  both  the  full  Committee  level  and  in  the  Subcommittee  on 
Procurement  and  Printing  are  underway. 

Congressman  Rose's  election  to  the  Chairmanship  of  House  Administration  portends 
a  significant  change  for  GPO,  since  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing 
will  rotate  back  to  the  House  side  during  the  102nd  Congress.  We  have  no  word  yet  on 
what,  if  any,  staff  changes  will  follow  his  assumption  of  the  JCP  Chair,  but  certainly  his 
long-standing  interest  in  electronic  information  technologies  is  expected  to  be  brought  to 
bear  on  GPO. 

I  look  on  this  as  a  fortuitous  opportunity,  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  possible 
legislation,  but  from  the  standpoint  of  the  improvements  that  can  be  made  in  GFO's 
operations  under  his  leadership.  We've  already  made  contact  with  Congressman  Rose's 
office,  and  I  expect  to  meet  with  him  to  discuss  GPO  in  the  near  future. 

Conclusion 

So,  all  in  all,  the  102nd  Congress  is  opening  with  a  distinct  air  of  promise.  We're 
encouraged  by  the  successes  we  had  with  our  1991  appropriations  package,  and  we  look 
forward  to  Congress's  review  of  our  1992  package.  At  long  last,  we're  going  to  wrap  up 
the  pilot  projects  this  year,  and  we  plan  to  make  progress  on  other  electronic  format 
offerings  for  the  Depository  Library  Program.  The  preparation  of  our  comprehensive 
legislative  package  is  underway,  and  we  believe  that  with  new  Congressional  leadership 
GPO  is  in  a  good  position  to  achieve  long-needed  improvements  to  Title  44.  I  see  lots  of 
opportunities  open  to  us  in  1991,  and  with  the  help  of  the  ALA  and  the  library 
community,  we  can  turn  those  opportunities  into  realities. 

Once  again,  thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  speak  with  you,  and  I'll  be  happy  to 
answer  any  questions  you  may  have.

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PROMOTING  THE  U8E  OF  D0CUMENT8  AT  EIU  AND  IN  THE 
19TH  CONGRESSIONAL  DISTRICT  OF  ILLINOIS 


Eastern  Illinois  University's  (EIU)  Booth  Library,  located 
in  Charleston,   has  been  a  selective  depository  since  1962.     It  is 
"one  of  four  depositories  in  the  19th  Congressional  District.  The 
other  three  depositories  are  the  University  of  Illinois'  Main 
Library  and  Law  Library  in  Champaign/Urbana ,   fifty  miles  to  the 
north,   and  Wabash  Valley  College  Library  in  Mt.   Carmel ,  more  than 
ninety  miles  to  the  south. 

In  December,   1988,   Booth  Library's  depository  operation  was 
inspected  by  a  representative  from  the  Office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents.     The  library  received  very  favorable 
ratings  and  comments.     The  Documents  Staff  at  Booth  were  very 
delighted  and  encouraged.     The  Inspector  also  gave  several 
recommendations.     Among  them  are:   "continue  to  explore  promotion 
efforts,   possibly  as  a  group  project  with  19th  district 
depositories,"  and  "share  any  effective  and/or  innovative 
techniques   (i.e.  especially  promotion  efforts)   that  the  library 
develops,  with  the  whole  depository  community,   through  articles 
for  the  Reader's  Exchange  column  of  GPO's  depository  newsletter 
Administrative  Notes . " 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  share  some  of  Booth 
Library's  efforts  in  promoting  the  use  of  documents  as  an 
individual  depository  and  in  cooperation  with  other  depositories 
in  the  19th  Congressional  District. 

I.     Individual  promotion  efforts 

As  an  individual  depository,   Booth  Library's  Documents 
Staff  have  used  the  following  methods  to  publicize  and  promote  the 
use  of  depository  publications: 

A.     Exhibits  at  special  events 

One  of  the  largest  annual  events  in  Eastern  Illinois  is  the 
Women's  Expo  &  Health  Fair,   held  on  EIU  campus  on  a  Saturday  in 
March  every  year  since  1987.     Each  year,  more  than  1,200  people 
pay  a  nominal  fee  to  participate  in  the  event.     In  1990,  there 
were  1,700  participants?  some  came  from  as  far  as  Springfield. 
The  event  is  organized  by  Mrs.  Sandy  Rives,  who  has  received  a 
national  award  and  recognition  for  her  distinguished  contribution 
in  this  public  service. 

From  its  very  beginning,  several  faculty  and  staff  members 
of  Booth  Library,  including  the  Documents  Librarian,  have  provided 
services  in  support  of  the  event.     The  Documents  Librarian  has 
compiled  bibliographies  of  relevant  documents  on     women's  health, 
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legal,  and  financial  concerns  for  the  annual  event.  The 
bibliographies  have  been  included  as  part  of  the  registration 
materials  and  have  been  distributed  to  all  participants.  The 
Documents  Librarian  has  also  set  up  an  exhibit  table  at  the  Expo 
each  year  since  1987  to  display  and  distribute  health-related 
government  publications  (copies  obtained  from  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  and  other  agencies).     In  addition,   the  federal 
depository  library  system  has  been  publicized  at  the  exhibit 
through  the  use  of  signs,   flyers,  and  brochures. 

B.  In-library  exhibits 

The  Documents  Service  Counter  in  Booth  Library  is  located  at 
one  end  of  a   large   lobby  area,    facing     the  library's  main 
entrance.     There  are  several    large  exhibit  cases  and  bulletin 
boards  on  the  walls  surrounding  this  area.     The  exhibit  cases  hav© 
been  used   for  displays  in  connection  with  various  university  and 
library  activities.     From  time  to  time  in   the  last  fourteen  years,, 
the  Documents  Staff  have  also  used  the  exhibit  cases,  bulletin 
boards,   and  the  empty  floor  space  in  the  lobby  to  hold  exhibits 
to  promote  the  use  of  government  publications.     These  exhibits 
have  included  the  following:  Tax  Information  Exhibit  annually 
since  1977),  Consumer  Information  Exhibit  (repeated  twice),  Travel 
Information  Exhibit,  The  25th  Anniversary  of  NASA  (display  of 
posters  and  photographs  produced  by  NASA),   the  U.S.  Constitution 
Bicentennial  Exhibit   (display  of  documents  and  posters  borrowed 
from  the  GPO) ,   Visit  A  National  Park   (repeated  four  times),  and 
New  Documents  of   Interest   (a  continuing  display  of  new  documents, 
held  for  several  years). 

In  the  Fall  of  1990,   the  Documents  Staff  established  a  new 
document  and  map  exhibit  program.     The  purpose  of  the  program  is 
to  let  university  personnel  and  community  members  know  what 
federal  documents  and  maps  Booth  Library  has  available  for  their 
use  and  perusal .     Most  of  the  exhibits  that  are  shown  from  time  to 
time  relate  to  topics  or  areas  of  current  interest  which  have 
drawn  world  attention.     Current  and  recent  exhibits  include 
"Crisis  in  the  Gulf"  and  "Israel  and  Her  Neighbors." 

C.  Guides,   bibliographies,   brochures,   flyers,  and  slide/tape 
prgram 

The  Documents  Staff  have  also  utilized  a  number  of  guides, 
bibliographies,   brochures  and  flyers  to  assist  patrons  in  the  use 
of  documents  and  to  publicize  the  depository  library  program,, 
Some  of  the  guides  ares   "How  to  Obtain  U.S.  Government 
Publications  in  Booth  Library:  A  Step-by-Step  Guide,"  "Finding 
U.S.  Government  Publications  in  Booth  Library,"  and  "Searching 
GOVERNMENT  PUBLICATIONS  INDEX  on  CD-ROM :'  A  Guide."  Biblographies 
include  "Women's  Health  Concerns:  A  Selective  List  of  U.S. 
Government  Publications"   (already  mentioned  earlier;  the 
bibliography  has  been  updated  annually),  and  many  GPO  subject 
bibliographies  in  the  GP  3.22/2:  classes.     Brochures  and  flyers 
that  have  been  employed  in  the  promotion  of  documents  and 
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government  information  include  "U.S.  Government  Documents  Can  Help 
You"  (locally  produced)  and  "Depository  Libraries:  Your  Source  for 
Government  Information"   ( GPO-suppl ied ) . 

A  slide/tape  program,  designed  by  the  Documents  Librarian 
and  produced  by  the  Audio-Visual  Center,   has  also  been  employed  to 
promote  documents  and  to  assist  students  in  the  use  of  federal 
publications  in  their  studies  and  research.     A  new  slide/tape 
program  is  now  being  prepared. 

D.     Promoting  documents  through  the  news  media 

Through  the  use  of  the  news  media,   depository  resources  can 
be  effectively  promoted.     Most  of  Booth  Library's  documents- 
related  exhibit  programs  mentioned  earlier  have  been  announced  in 
EIU's  University  Newsletter.     Some  have  also  been  publicized 
through  newspaper  reports.     A  recent  example  is  the  document  and 
map  exhibit  program.     A  news  release  about  the  program  was  issued 
through  EIU's  Information  and  Publications  Office.  The  release 
also  introduced  Booth  Library's  depository  resources.     Both  the 
Decatur  Herald  &  Review  and  the  Terre  Haute  Tribune,  which  are 
widely  read  in  the  Central  and  Eastern   Illinois  regions,  published 
the  news  story. 

II.  Cooperative  promotion  efforts 

The  documents  librarians  from  the  four  depositories  in  the 
19th  Congressional  District  have  held  two  formal  meetings  at  the 
EIU  campus.     The  first  meeting  was  held  in  April,   1988.  The 
purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  become  better  acquainted  with  each 
other  and  with  the  other  depository  collections  in  the  19th 
Congressional  District  and  to  explore  cooperative  promotion 
efforts.     The  group  agreed  to  cooperate  in  the  following  waysi  (1) 
to  provide  copies  of  the  lists  of  items  selected  following  the 
annual  update  and  amendment  of  selections,    (2)   to  provide  free 
photocopies  of  documents  of  reasonable  length  and  rapid  inter — 
depository  loan  of  other  documents  upon  request,   and   (3)  to 
prepare  a  handout  or  brochure  describing  the  depository 
collections  and  services  to  the  public  for  distribution  through 
Representative  Terry  Bruce' s  offices. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  November,   1990.  The 
Documents  Coordinator  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  also  attended 
the  meeting.     During  the  meeting,   the  proposed  bylaws  of  a 
permanent,  service-oriented  organization,  Depository  Libraries  of 
the  19th  Congressional  District  (DL-19),  were  approved,  and  the 
organization  was  established.     DL-19' s  purpose  is  toi    (1)  provide 
access  to  U.S.  government  information  and  publications  in  all 
formats  to  the  residents  of  Illinois's  19th  Congressional 
District,    (2)   foster  communication  and  cooperation  among  the 
depository  librarians  in  the  District,  and   (3)   promote  and 
publicize  the  availability  and  usefulness  of  federal  government 
publications  and  information. 
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Later  in  the  meeting,  Robert  P.  Chen  of  EIU  and  Cheryl 
Nyberg  of  the  University  of   Illinois'   Law  Library  were  selected  as 
the  1990/91  Chairperson  and  Secretary  of  DL-19,  respectively.  The 
group  then  discussed  cooperative  promotion  and  publicity 
measures  for  the  coming  year,   including:    (1)   bookmarks  with 
documents  themes  to  be  distributed  through  public   library  systems 
in  the  District,    (2)   training  for  non-documents  librarians  on 
identifying,    locating,   and  using  federal  documents,    (3)  sharing 
exhibit  plans,    (4)  contacts  with  Rep.  Terry  Bruce'  district 
offices  and  the  project  of  a  brochure  describing  the  resources  of 
the  depostory   libraries  for  the  use  of  his  district  office  staff. 


In  the  above  report,    I  have  shared  EIU's  documents  promotion 


efforts  both  as  an  individual   depository  and  in  cooperation  with 
other  depositories  in   the  same  congressional  district.      I  would 
welcome  any  suggestions  for  improvement.      I  would  also  like  to 
encourage  other  depositories  to  share  their  effective  or 
innovative  promotion  techniques  with  the  rest  of  the  depository 
community .
